RAIN PRECEDED ATTACK.

London, Oct. 12.—The 
British 


troops in Flanders attacked the Ger- 
mans this morning on a front about 
six miles, northeast of Ypres. They 
are reported to be making: satisfac- 
tory progress. Rain fell heavily dur- 
ing last night.

from Field Marshal Haig's head- 
quarters today reads: 
"We attacked at 5-25 o'clock this 


morning on a front of about six 
miles northeast of Ypres Our troops 
are reported to be making satisfac- 
tory progress. 
Rain fell heavily 


during the night." 


Field Marshal Haig's latest effort 


is being pushed in the same region 
as the attack of Tuesday, in which 
the British, in co-operation with the 
French, drove back the Germans 
along a front of seven miles and cap- 
tured more than 2000 prisoners.

is probable that the present effort 
is an attempt to clear the Germans 
from the remaining portions of the 
dominant 
ridge, 
east 
of Ypres 
Tuesday's attack gave the Britisn 
more ground on the ridge and left 
the Germans with only a small sec- 
tion in the region of Passchendaele 
The British now hold most of the 
good positions on the ridge from 
which they dominate with their ar- 
tillery the important Ronlers-Menin 
Railroad and the railroad towns of 
Routers, Staden and Menin. 
Apparently the present drive is 
being made under weather conditions 
Similar to that which existed Tues- 
day.

ADVANCE NEARLY HALF MILE. 
British Front in France and Bel- 
gium Oct. 12.—(By the Associated 
Press)—At an early hour today 
British troops which began an attack 
In Flanders this morning had pene- 
trated several hundred yards into the 
enemies territory on a six-mile front 
from near Houtholst wood to a point 
below the Ypres-Roulers Railway and 
were battling along the Passchen- 
aele ridge within 1000 yards of the 
center of the village of Passchend- 
aele. 
By 7:45 o'clock reports were re- 


ceived that everything was going 
well in today's attack. The troops 
along a wide front had pushed for- 
ward to a depth averaging 80fr yards 
or more. Prisoners were beginning 
to come in earlly, although slowly, 
owing to the condition of the ground. 
Indications are that the Germans 


early were awaro that trouble was 
Impending, as about 4 a. m. a targe 
number of gas shells were fired by 
them along the. British front 
The main enemy today was not 


the Germans, but the mud. The 
Germans were far less formidable 
than previously owing to the disor- 
ganisation occasioned among them 
by the recent terrific blows of the 
British. 
The correspondent yesterday spoke 


to Field Marshal Haig, who does not 
confine himself to headquarters. 
The field marshal paid the highest 
tribute to his men for their gallant 
work In the bad weather. 


ATTACKS FOLLOW RAPIDLY. 
New York. Oct. 12.—The British

ly but it is now going down hill and

Overmuch stress has been told upon Germany and the Germans in 


all this dUcusnion of the world war. Too little emphasis bag been given 
Prussian militarism, which, after all la said and done, is responlible alone 
for the battle flames which are consuming half of Europe and claiming 
thousands of llres along the Flanders trench lines. For the two are bj 
no means synonymous. 


Prusslanism. In th« essence, means that autocratic element which 


dominates the destinies of the German empire and Insidiously feeds the 
ambitions of the Kaiser for world dominion. It is the influence which 
has inspired the warlord to cause his munition plant*, his aavjr yards, his 
training camps, to put in extra time tor the last three or four decade 
in building up a war machine with which ultimately he hoped to crush 
Europe and extend hte sphere of Influence to the western continent. 


It is the master mind which dominates the Wilherastraase head<juar- 


ten of the secret service which has so efficiently kept tab in recent years 
upon the doings throughout half a dozen European empires. Which has 
directed the work of the German diplomacy in all its devious and crooked 
ways both in Europe and America. Which has set up its spy system and 
maintained its slush funds both in Europe and America. Which is ac- 
countable for all of the duplicity and deviltry that finally terminated in 
the present conflagration in Europe. 


The Germans, as a people, knew nothing of all this: know little of it. 


In fact, today. The German public, the rank and file of German citizenry, 
have not the advantage* glthe free press that America enjoys. When- 
ever a newspaper becomestoo frank' in its discussion of the things that 
most intimately concern the public, Prussfanism finds a way to have it 
speedily suppressed. The mission of the German press is to inspire its 
readers with greater loyalty to the Kaiser. And it has done its work. 


Prussiantem has been as treacherous with the German public as it 


ha* been with France, with England, with Russia, or with America. 
It

CENTRAL OHIO BOYS READY FOR TRIP OVERSEAS 


Out on the 
dusty, 
wind-swept 


gently rolling plains of Long Island 
Its a place that has become strange 
ly familiar in homes in every nook 
and corner of Ohio. 
The War De 


fiartment has called the place Camp 
Mills, and there with the Rainbow 
Division are encamped 
the 
three 


thousand odd men of 
the 
166th 


Ohio, made up of 
National Guard 


units from all over the state. From 
northern, central, southern, easterr 
and western counties 
they come 


Every town of any 
size 
has 
its 


quota. 


The 
homefolks scattered 
from 


end to end of the 
Buckeye 
State 


would hardly recognize the 
khaki- 


clad guardsmen who marched away 
Hot so very long ago. For they are 
bronzed now and browned from the 
sun and the keen salty winds that 
blow back and forth across the Island 
between the Sound and the sea. The 
three weeks since they joined the 
other units of their division have 
been busy ones. It's been drill, drill, 
drill, four hours in the morning and 
four in the afternoon more days in 
the week, it seemed, than the calen- 
dar said there was. 
But the steady 


drilling shows—in their 
carriage. 


their quick, resilient step, the snap- 
py way they salute. They have be- 
gun to acquire that 
precision of 


movement and training that is the 
mark of the regular. 
Already they 


'are soldiers of whom both the na- 
tion and the state 
proud. 


may

Mixing with the men when they 


are off duty is in one respect like 
attending an Ohio State Convention 
of some kind. Begin to call the roll 
of cities and towns, and Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, 
Columbus, 
Newark, 


Lima, Dayton, Delaware, OMllicothe, 
Toledo, Wilmington, Marion and even 
the villages and 
hamlets 
answer 
present. All trades and professions 
Deem to be represented. 
Miners 


from the southeastern section of the 
state are rubbing 
shoulders 
with 


farmers from the fertile Miami Val- 
ley and city-bred comrades from the 
Sixth City. The regiment is cosmo- 
politan, --rresentative. In its ranks 
is some of the best and oldest blood 
In the state and also some of the 
latest infusion from European na- 
tions. But that does not 
matter. 


Merit alone counts. The best drilled 
group of men is made up entirely of 
Polacks. 
Not one of them has a 


speaking knowledge of English, save 
a corporal, who translates all com- 
mands into Polack. 


The portion 
of 
the 
divisional 


camp where the 
Ohio troops are 


quartered is on the side nearest to 
Hempstead, Long Island. The tents 
are pitched back to back in careful- 
ly aligned rows up the side and at 
the bottom of one of those^ billowy, 
sandy swells that characterize the 
Long Island landscape. 
The head- 


quarters street on which the 
offi- 
cers' tents are located, parallels the 
ridge-like swell and at right angles 
to it the company streets laid out at 
regular intervals run up the slope, 
half the company being on one side 
and half on the other side of the 
street and facing, so that each com- 
pany has its street to itself.

s has been told in 
of letters that have 
homefolks in Ohio. 


a large majority of the letters on Y. 
M. C. A. letter paper furnished by 
the National War Work Council of 
the Association. Certainly this serv- 
ice is much appreciated, for in one 
week recently more than 26,000 let- 
ters were written and mailed in the 
IGGth's Y. M. C. A. tent alone. 


But that is not all the men of the 


166th have to thank the Association 
for. 
Stamps 
and wrapping-paper, 


soap and pitcure post cards, and a 
whole list of other comforts and con- 
veniences may be had at cost at the 
desk in the tent. Then at the other 
end are a piano and phonograph— 
and these are idle hardly a minute. 
All drill and no play would make a 
dull soldier. 
So the Y. M. C. A. un- 


dertakes to furnish play. 
The free 


outdoor movies at night show to 
record crowds. Sing-songs and con- 
certs are popular. 


"Say, have you heard our band "
